The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

MR, Cs T. JOHNSON appeared before the Council to object to the maunner
in which tax assessments are made by the Tax Department on automobiles, He
protested the values placed on his 1952 Packard for the years 1952, 1954 and
1955, The Council discussed the method of taxing cars and Mr. Marshall ex-
plained that all cars of that make and model were assessed the same., The Mayor
stated that it was past the time for tax appeals but it was the feeling of the
Council that it should review and study the tax on cars.

¥Councilman Long made the following statement regarding her vote:

"I am voting "no" on the final passage of the ordinance
increasing gas rates on the people of Austin,

"The Council has had no advice frum & rate consultant,
having voted down my motion that we retaln one.

"The gas company is being given the exact increase on
domestic and small business users that it asked for, and
this will mean taking at least $321,856.83 a year from
the pockets of Austin people and giving it to the gas
company as added profits. In addition, this ordinance
increases the rates on industrial users $20,338 a year,
placing Austin in & still worse position in its desire
to attract industry to Austin.

"According to the Wall Street Journal, Southern Union's
earnings per share of common stock for the first nine
months of 1955 were at & record high, and willccome to

a 9 per cent return on the asking price on the over-the-
counter market. This indicates earnings at least 50
percent more than & moncpoly utility should be allowed
to make.

"Of course, I do not have the time or ability to make a
thorough investigation of the company's books, and it wes
for that reason that I felt the Council should retain an
expert to make that study. Many factors should have been
teken into consideratlion, among them the fact that the
State tax on gas production was reduced 12% on Sept. 1."

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Floyd Gibson, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions: ‘

(1) That the Contractor shall erect within the above described working
space & solid fence built of not less than one-inch meterisl and at least &
feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of the present
awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintain seme in good condi-
tion at all times while the work is in progress. The Contractor will be per-
mitted to put & door in the barricade that will either open in or slide parallel
to the barricades, and at all times that meterial is being delivered or taken
away from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pedestrians of
approaching danger. (The Contractor will also be permitted to use one parking
meter space immedlately in front of the entrance in the barricade for the de-
livery or removal of materials during construction work.)

(2) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(3) That "NO PARKING" signs shall be placed on the gtreet side of the
barricades.

(4) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(5) That provisions shall be mede for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(6) That the Contractor shall place on the outside cornexs of any walke
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and providellighting system for all tunnels.
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- (7) 'Tat the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
The necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstruction shall be removed not
later: than February 15, 1956.

(8) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(9) That thé use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of seid space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes. '

(10) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or Injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Con-
tractor, City Forces, or public ubtilities, shall be replaedd or repaired at the
Contractors expense.

(11) Thet the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Oma Thousand Dollars ($1000.) which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any cleims or damsges to any personcor
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exer-
cise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewdlk, pavement and &ll other
public property and public utilitiesidisturbed or removed during the construction
work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safe-
guards during the occupancy of the space,
